Flve general and informal conversations, four in 1948 
and one on 19 April 1949 > represent the total contact between our

a month, 

2* AVOCET conslders’ his relatlonshlp %o our Organization , 
as that 6f an inforraal, unpald . aovlsor. He seems perfectly satls- 
fied, in View of his alleged full-tlme preoccupatlon with the re- 
constructlon of his factory, to let this. relatlonship oontinue as 
Is. On our part, we are how satlsfied that AVOCET haa no Connection 
with ODEUtf, which Is consonA with 'AVOCET* s Q?5lnions on BAOI? and 
ODEDM as set forth in MGM-A-^12,, Para. 2,b., ^and are prepared to 
continue uslng hlm as an occesional source^ falling a more specific 
plan. ' 

3, AVOCET appears to be wllling to act'as cutout or to Intro- 
duce the case off leer to any pr all of the four or flve speciallsts 
from his old Abwehr staff. All of these speciallsts live at present 
ln the American Zone of Germahy and all are hlghly competent, in 
AVOCET *s estlmatlon, to prepare theoretlcal stetements and/or resuoe 
Work on their special flelds in exchange for adequate remuneration. 

At least two of these speciallsts worked with AVOCET at EGIC ln the 
pre parat Ion of study reports, such as the **Manual for the Interrpga- 
tion'of Ea Stern Cases“. One member of AVOCET* s dispersed bralntrust, 
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specialist on the psychology^ of Western Aslatlcs and on the Interro« 
gation ofrsuspected Riisslan agents. A secohd specialist is AVOCET's 
fbrmer radl6 chlef, now liVlng ln nbrthem Bavaria. The thlrd brain- 
truster Is A70CBT*s former section head ln charg^e^|of processlng and' 
evalnatlhg operational Intelligence. Thls man live> ln Munich 

4. The case offlcer mentloned to. AVOCET that a theoretlcal 
Statement from hls operational Intelligence er. per t on the Organisa- 
tion and Operation of a research offlce for t ne proces sing ' and 

. evalnatlon of thls type of Intelligenca would be greatly appreclated. 
The case offlcer «ent on to' say that he personally «ould be interested 
ln the formatlon of such an Office and feit that an Intervle« «ith 
AVOCJET^s former colleague would be qulte to the point. AVOCEt agreed^ 
s^d he would sound out hls frlend and lay on a Conference ln the 
iilufich area. In attendance at'this Conference would be AVOCET, hls 
uhnamed frlend^ Zl -x case offlcer, and posslbly

. out to dqte, to the case offlcer *9 knowledge, the scurce has madOf 
two unsoliclted Statements whlch glve some clue to .hla reactlons 
shpuld such an offer be made. AVOCET has stated repeatedly that^all 
pollce forces ln Bavaria are scandalousl^ corrupt and;enJoy no 
sympathy among the populatlon. On the other hand, AVOCET has. «bald
